The prior art does not teach receiving high dynamic range image information for 
a high dynamic range image; deriving image segment information from the high 
dynamic range image information during pre-processing of the high dynamic range 
image, the image segment information defining two or more image segments in the high 
dynamic range image; and in response to a cursor passing over a first image segment 
of the two or more image segments in the high dynamic range image: applying tone 
mapping to the first image segment; and displaying the first image segment in 
accordance with at least one display parameter corresponding to the tone mapping that 
differs from a corresponding display parameter for a second image segment of the two 
or more image segments in the high dynamic range image.
